The  largest  class  ’in  the  history  of 
the  high  school  is  to  .be  graduated 
this  spring.  Forty-nine  students  have 
filed  application  for  diplomas. 


For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
Utah  collegiate,  tennis  a team  has 
taken  a clean  sweep  of  the  season, 
and  that  team  hails  from  the  Brigham 
Young  University.

This  leaves  them  with 
the  dope  in  their  favor  to  repeat  the 
performance  of  last  year  when  they 
copped  the  Rocky  Mountain  Confer- 
ence singles  and  doubles,  because  the 
Utah  schools  are  considered  much 
stronger  in  this  sport  than  the  eastern 
racqueteers. 

There  will  be  five  of  the  six  letter 
men  back  again  next  year,  Reed  Por- 
ter being  the  only  one  to  graduate, 
and  with  the  addition  of  such  a star 
as  "Buck”  Dixon,  newly  appointed 
assistant  coach,  at  the  helm,  there 
should  be  another  repeat  next  year. 

Th'e  meet  Friday  was  a thriller,  the 
match  being  decided  on  the  last  game 
of  the  last  set  of  tlje  last  match,  the 
Aggies  having  had  a single  point  be- 
tween them  and  victory  three  or  four 
times,  only  to  see  it  vanish  before  the 
spectacular  play  of  Captain  Don  Dix- 
on in  the  last  match.  Don  beat  Joe 
Cowley  in  the  final  match  by  a hair’s 
breadth,  Cowley  having  had  four 
matches  and  tournament  points  on  the 
Cougar  star  only  to  see  it  slip  again. 
Cowley  played  a wonderful  game, 
said  to  be  the  best  of  his  career, 
which  is  saying  quite  a bit  for  thq 
Aggie  man.

The  Dixon-Brinley  and  Cowley- 
Cooley  match  was  the  closest  double 
match  of  the  day  with  both  teams 
playing  excellent  tennis,  the  Cougars 
being  forced  to  go  five  sets  to  beat 
the  Aggie  stars. 

On  the  other  court  the  Aggie  star 
doubles  team  was  taking  the  measure 
of  Holt-Porter  combine.  Paul  seem- 
ed rather  at  a loss  in  this  match,  but 
rallied  to  play  beautiful  tennis  in  the 
singles  match  to  defeat  the  Aggie  cap- 
tain. 

Jack  Christensen  was  just  too  much 
for  Lew  Munk,  and  though  Lew  play- 
ed mighty  fine  tennis  he  couldn’t  stop 
the  Aggie  red-head,  who  stroked  with 
wonderful  accuracy,  varying  his  drives 
with  cuts  and  trap  shots  at  the  net 
and  smashing  with  deadly  accuracy 
from  almost  any  position  on  the  court.

From  the  Cornell  Alumni  News  is  taken 
this  bit  of  readable  jnaterial : 

“Cultural  divertissements  are  offered  lav- 
ishly to  a university  community.  Lectures  by 
very  learned  gentlemen,  the  drama  with  mari- 
onettes, symphony  concerts,  authors’  readings, 
and- what  not.  The  students,  of  course,  are  de- 
nied most  of  these,  being  obligated  to  stay  at 
home  and  prepare  their  lessons,  but  the  wives 
of  the  faculty  and  the  athletic  coaches  turn  out 
splendidly.  Those  professors  attend  who  do 
not  prefer  to  get  a fight  over  the  radio. 


“Hereabouts  one  must  be  quick  on  one’s 
feet  to  avoid  education.  Culture  lurks  to  spring 
on  you  from  every  cranny.  To  keep  one’s  bal- 
ance against  these  forces  it  is  almost  neces- 
sary to  wear  corduroys,  chew  tobacco,  and  af- 
fect bad  grammar. 

“For  a skull  full  of  brains  stupefied  by 
the  fumes  of  over-much  learning  there  is  noth- 
ing more-  clairfying  than  a coon  hunt.  When 
you  stand  on  a lonely  hill  at  midnight  listen- 
ing to  the  grim  music  of  distant  hound  dogs, 
many  doubts  are  made  clear  and  values  appear 
in  their  true  proportion.  Coon  hunters  are  far 
ahead  of  university  faculties  in  their  realiza- 
tion that  most  of  these  knotty  questions — pro- 
hibition, free  verse,  the  League  of  Nations, 
and  over-emphasis— will  cure  themselves  if 
you  don’t  pick  at  them.

A new  watering  system  has  just 
been  installed  on  University  hill.  • 

The  water  force  is  taken  from  that 
of  the  city.  The  main  line  is  connect- 
ed with  the  city  system’  on  the  corner 
of  eighth  North  and  third  East.  The 
pipe  runs  straight  up  the  hill  to  the 
fire  hydrant.  From  the  hydrant,  s 
secondary  line  runs  west  which  sup- 
plies water  for  the  front  lawns.  One 
runs  east  past  the  west  end  of  the 
Library  building,  across  the  lawn  and 
north  road.  Two  branches  run  west 
which  water  the  west  half  of  the  new 
lawn  and  the  northwest  side  of  the 
hill.  From  this  same  point  a branch 
goes  east,  watering  the  east  half  of 
the  new  lawn. 

This  is  the  frame  work  of  the  pipe. 
Every  eighteen  “feet  two  inch  pipe  is 
attached,  these  lines  have  sprays  each 
eighteen  freet  from  the  other.  The 
“pap-up”  sprays  are  used  because 
of  their  efficiency.  These  sprays  are 
alternated  by  making  the  first  one  on 
every  other  line  only  nine  feet  from

The  Utah  Aggies  out-pointed  the 
Young  Cougars  in  the  dual  track  and 
field  meet  at  Logan  last  Friday,  by  a 
score  of  78  to  67.  The  Farmers  made 
a clean  sweep  of  the  pole  vault,  the 
broad  and  high  jumps,  and  the  javelin 
events  which  netted  them  such  a large 
number  of  undisputed  points  that  the 
Cougars  could  not  equal  them  even 
though  they  were  superior  in  most  of 
the  track  events. 

The  Youngsters  . were  ' seriously 
handicapped  without  the  services  of 
their  star  performer,  Owen  Rowe,  who 
was  unable  to  compete  because  of  a 
strained  tendon  in  his  leg. 

Never  the  less  the  Cougars  made  a 
remarkable  showing  in  the  sprints, 
capturing  a first  and  second  in  the 
century  and  taking  all  three  places  in 
the  220-yard  dash.  “Mabel”  Miller 
finished  first  in  both  these  races,  with 
Bert  Corless,  Don  Lloyd,  “Frog”  Ras- 
mussen and  “Clug”  Vacher  following 
him  in  rapid  succession. 

Corless  took  a first  in  the  440-yard 
race,  ^eating  Meyers  of  the  A.  C.  in 
a hotly  contested  race.  Les  Wright 
finished  third  in  this  event.  Bradford 
Jensen,  running  his  first  intercollegi- 
ate race  crossed  the  line  first  in  the 
880  yard  dash,  with  Don  Simmons 
coming  in  for  a second. 

Tony  Bentley  ran  a beautiful  race  in 
the  mile  and  two-mile  events,  but  he 
was  no  mateh  for  the  “old  iron  horse” 
Mel  Burke,  and  so  was  forced  to  con- 
cede first  place  to  him  in  both  races. 

Mark  Reeves  gave  a very  good  ac- 
count of  himself  in  the  field  events.  He 
beat  the  touted  , Warren  Hawley  in 
the  hammer  throw  and  took  a first  in 
the  discus,  thus  sharing  with  Miller 
for  high  point  honors  among  the  ‘Y’ 
Cougars  with  a total  of  ten  points. 

George  Corbett  placed  second  in 
that  event. 

“Zeus”  Worthington  captured  first 
honors  in  the  two  hurdle  events  with 
the  absence  of  Rowe  to  make  the 
competition  keen  in  the  low  obstacle 
race.
